WHEN WINTER COMES 
Winter, everybody’s least favorite season, will 
officially arrive in the Northern Hemisphere at 
8:17 a.m. Eastern Standard Time, Friday, Dec. 
22. 
Winter is a killer. 
According to the En­ 
vironmental Science Services Administration of 
the U. S. Department of Commerce, winter snow­ 
storms caused more than 3,000 deaths, directly 
and indirectly, from 1936 through 1966. 
About 
one-half of the total reported deaths occurred in 
New England, New York and Pennsylvania. 
ESSA almost lyrically describes snowstorms 
as 
“ snow-dumping, ice-covering, blood-chill­ 
ing paralyzers of cities, trappers of travelers, 
takers of life, destroyers of property.” 
As in 
the case of summer thunderstorms, winter storms 
are generated from disturbances along the boun­ 
dary between cold polar and warm tropical air 
m asses. 
Blizzards, characterized by low temperatures 
and by strong winds bearing large amounts of 
snow, are the most destructive of winter storms. 
The eastern blizzard of 1888 is perhaps the best 
known. But the same year brought the most disas­ 
trous blizzard ever experienced in Montana, the 
Dakotas and Minnesota. 
Abe Weatherwise, the psuedononymous weather 
prognostieator of the Old Farmer’s Almanac(k), 
foresees a “memorable storm of snow from the 
Great Plains to New England” in the last week of 
January 1968. Abe also predicts a near-blizzard 
in New England in early March, when the hounds 
of spring traditionally rouse themselves. On the 
other hand, July 1968 should be a fine month.

THE DEBT TO END ALL DEBTS 
“ In France, we have a tendency to think that the 
question of debts is effaced and abolished— that 
it has ceased to exist On the other hand, I knowr 
that in American opinion it still exists. So there 
is this misunderstanding — this dramatic mis­ 
understanding — between our 
two countries.” 
The speaker was Leon Blum, shortly to become 
premier of France, addressing the American Club 
of Paris on May 15, 1936. Blum was referring 
to his country’s World War I debt to the United 
States. It 
still has not been repaid in full, and 
it has not been forgotten — especially with Gen. 
de Gaulle’s attack on the dollar. 
Nineteen countries besides France 
received 
World War I loans from the United States. Their 
aggregate principal indebtedness came to $10.4 
billion, of which more than 70 per cent was owed 
by France and Great Britain. No debtor country 
except 
Finland has made any repayment since 
the Hoover moratorium of 1931-32. And none is 
likely to do so in the foreseeable future. 
The trouble is that our European debtors main­ 
tain that payment of 
inter-Allied World War I 
debts is 
contingent on payment of World War I 
German reparations. But resolution of the prob­ 
lem of World War I 
claims against Germany 
was deferred “until a 
final general settlement 
of this matter” by the 1953 London Agreement 
on German external debts. This 
agreement, to 
w-hich the United States is a party, has the status 
of a treaty and was approved by the Senate. 
“ Final general settlement” of the German ques­ 
tion entails reunification of East and West Ger­ 
many, which is hardly imminent. Meanwhile, Bonn 
is reluctant to assume responsibility for obliga­ 
tions incurred almost 50 years ago by a govern­ 
ment that represented the entire German nation. 
A s a result, France’s 
World War I debt to the 
United States -- $5,077 
billion as of last June 
30 — no doubt wall continue 
to gather interest 
for years to come. The French World War II 
debt is another matter. All except $300 million 
of a total debt of $2.2 billion has been repaid, and 
recent payments have been ahead of schedule.

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The color of a traffic sign may save your life 
sometime, especially at night. 
Experts say colors play a significant role in 
both traffic safety and how well you can see 
regulatory, warning and directional signs. 
Louis Cheskin, a noted color authority, who 
leads his own market-testing and analysis firm, 
says, “Traffic signs must grab a driver’s at­ 
tention. 
They have to be strong signs. Weak 
signs kill motorists.” 
Cheskin, talking about the large green and wrhite 
directional signs used on modern roads, added 
that this type of sign is both “optically and psy­ 
chologically favorable. 
Green communicates 
very effectively because it does not compete 
with the message. 
“Green is easy on the eyes and better than red 
or blue at night. 
Some people,” Cheskin said, 
“ have a phobia about red or blue. 
They may 
react strongly and strangely to these colors, 
but there are no phobias that I know of about 
green. 
In my opinion, green is a better color 
at night than red or blue for traffic signs. 
“At today’s speed, when the average motorist, 
and those even less skilled, give little thought 
to traveling 60 ot 70 miles per hour, traffic 
signs play an enormously important role in safe 
driving. 
Drivers must be able to recognize 
them quickly and absorb their messages in a 
hurry. 
“ This is especially important at night, when 
there is less light and visibility is reduced to 
a minimum. 
“ Most drivers can recognize and understand 
messages rapidly on signs with green back­ 
grounds because they have excellent glance legi­ 
bility — less than one second according to many 
traffic engineers. 
“ The brief time needed to absorb directions 
gives drivers more time to react, to get into the 
proper lane, to do the other things they must do 
while driving — and these factors undoubtedly 
contribute to a reduction in accidents.” 
Cheskin added messages that can be quickly 
absorbed tend to prevent people from stopping 
suddenly in a state of confusion — a major 
cause of rear-end accidents.

Winter, everybody’s least favorite season, will 
officially arrive in the Northern Hemisphere at 
8:17 a.m. Eastern Standard Time, Friday, Dec. 
22. 
Winter is a killer. 
According to the En­ 
vironmental Science Services Administration of 
the U. S. Department of Commerce, winter snow­ 
storm s caused more than 3,000 deaths, directly 
and indirectly, from 1936 through 1966. 
About 
one-half of the total reported deaths occurred in 
New England, New York and Pennsylvania. 
ESSA almost lyrically describes snowstorms 
as 
“ snow-dumping, ice-covering, blood-chill­ 
ing paralyzers of cities, trappers of travelers, 
takers of life, destroyers of property.” 
As in 
the case of summer thunderstorms, winter storms 
are generated from disturbances along the boun­ 
dary between cold polar and warm tropical air 
m asses. 
Blizzards, characterized by low tem peratures 
and by strong winds bearing large amounts of 
snow, are the most destructive of winter storm s. 
The eastern blizzard of 1888 is perhaps the best 
known. But the same year brought the most disas­ 
trous blizzard ever experienced in Montana, the 
Dakotas and Minnesota. 
Abe Weatherwise, the psuedononymous weather 
prognosticator of the Old Farmer’s Almanac(k), 
foresees a “ memorable storm of snow from the 
Great Plains to New England” in the last week of 
January 1968. Abe also predicts a near-blizzard 
in New England in early March, when the hounds 
of spring traditionally rouse themselves.

So there 
is this misunderstanding — this dramatic mis­ 
understanding — between our 
two countries.” 
The speaker was Leon Blum, shortly to become 
premier of France, addressing the American Club 
of Paris on May 15, 1936. Blum was referring 
to his country’s World War I debt to the United 
States. It 
still has not been repaid in full, and 
it has not been forgotten — especially with Gen. 
de Gaulle’s attack on the dollar. 
Nineteen countries besides France 
received 
World War I loans from the United States. Their 
aggregate principal indebtedness came to $10.4 
billion, of which more than 70 per cent was owed 
by France and Great Britain. No debtor country 
except 
Finland has made any repayment since 
the Hoover moratorium of 1931-32. And none is 
likely to do so in the foreseeable future. 
The trouble is that our European debtors main­ 
tain that payment of inter-Allied World War I 
debts is 
contingent on payment of World War I 
German reparations. But resolution of the prob­ 
lem of World War I 
claims against Germany 
was deferred “until a 
final general settlement 
of this matter** by the 1953 London Agreement 
on German external debts. This 
agreement, to 
which the United States is a party, has the status 
of a treaty and was approved by the Senate. 
“ Final general settlement** of the German ques­ 
tion entails reunification of East and West Ger­ 
many, which is hardly imminent. Meanwhile, Bonn 
is reluctant to assume responsibility for obliga­ 
tions incurred almost 50 years ago by a govern­ 
ment that represented the entire German nation. 
A s a result, France’s 
World War I debt to the 
United States — $5,077 
billion as of last June 
30 — no doubt will continue 
to gather interest 
for years to come. The French World War II 
debt is another matter. All except $300 million 
of a total debt of $2.2 billion has been repaid, and 
recent payments have been ahead of schedule.

The color of a traffic sign may save your life 
sometime, especially at night. 
Experts say colors play a significant role in 
both traffic safety and how well you can see 
regulatory, warning and directional signs. 
Louis Cheskin, a noted color authority, who 
leads his own market-testing and analysis firm, 
says, “Traffic signs must grab a driver’s at­ 
tention. 
They have to be strong signs. Weak 
signs kill motorists.” 
Cheskin, talking about the large green and white 
directional signs used on modern roads, added 
that this type of sign is both “optically and psy­ 
chologically favorable. 
Green communicates 
very effectively because it does not compete 
with the message. 
“Green is easy on the eyes and better than red 
or blue at night. 
Some people,” Cheskin said, 
“have a phobia about red or blue. 
They may 
react strongly and strangely to these colors, 
but there are no phobias that I know of about 
green. 
In my opinion, green is a better color 
at night than red or blue for traffic signs. 
“At today’s speed, when the average motorist, 
and those even less skilled, give little thought 
to traveling 60 ot 70 miles per hour, traffic 
signs play an enormously important role in safe 
driving. 
Drivers must be able to recognize 
them quickly and absorb their messages in a 
hurry. 
“ This is especially important at night, when 
there is less light and visibility is reduced to 
a minimum. 
“ Most drivers can recognize and understand 
messages rapidly on signs with green back­ 
grounds because they have excellent glance legi­ 
bility — less than one second according to many 
traffic engineers. 
“ The brief time needed to absorb directions 
gives drivers more time to react, to get into the 
proper lane, to do the other things they must do 
while driving — and these factors undoubtedly 
contribute to a reduction in accidents.” 
Cheskin added messages that can be quickly 
absorbed tend to prevent people from stopping 
suddenly in a state of confusion — a major 
cause of rear-end accidents.

Time Behind Bars 


I.AWRENCE, Kan. (AP) - 
About 16 students, all seniors in 
the University of Kansas law 
school, are spending a lot of 
time behind bars these days. 
The students are part of the 
Kansas 
Defender 
Project, 
a 
pilot program in which embryo 
lawyers provide free legal ad­ 
vice for penniless convicts who 
have no attorney. 
So far the project has freed 
more than half a dozen Inmates 
of Leavenworth Federal Peni­ 
tentiary and the Kansas State 
Penitentiary. In seme 30 other 
cases the students won removal 
of detainer orders which would 
have brought prisoners to trial 
on other charges after they fin­ 
ished their current terms. 
Now in its third year and fi­ 
nanced jointly by the universi­ 
ty and the Ford Foundation, the 
program is being copied by oth­ 
er law schools. 
Prof- Paul E. Wilson, head of 
the project, explained It bene­ 
fits prisoners, students and the 
courts. 
Prison inmates, he said, are 
helped to win freedom or at 
least have their status clarified. 
Students 
often persuade 
con­ 
victs to drop useless appeals 


that would only consume time 
of the courts. 
“ And it gives our students an 
opportunity to learn something 
about criminal law they could 
never get in a classroom,” said 
Wilson. 
He explained that prisoners 
usually complain their constitu­ 
tional rights were violated, they 
were Improperly sentenced or 
did not have adequate counsel. 
But he estimated not more 
than 20 per cent of the com­ 
plaints have any merit.

That was the conclusion of the 
study by Mr. Rex R. Campbell 
of the University of Missouri for 
the State Commission of Higher 
Education. 
Altogether he estimated 
full 
time equivalent enrollment will 
Increase from 116,000 to 194,000 
by 1975, with public institutions 
experiencing the brunt of the 
surge. 
Stu(tents at the graduate and 
prole atonal level will increase 
almost IOO per cent while the 
number of incoming freshmen 
will go up by only about a third. 
In percentage increases, jun­ 
ior colleges will show the fast­ 
est growth - from about 15,000 
to 39,000.

while private schools will go up 
from 37,000 to 49,000. 
Dr. Jack Vincent, dean of Three

Time Behind Bars 


1.AWRENCE, Kin. (AP) - 
About 16 students, all seniors in 
tlie University of Kansas law 
school, are spending a lot of 
time behind bars these days. 
The stuients are part of the 
Kansas 
Defender 
Project, 
a 
pilot program in which embryo 
lawyers provide free legal ad. 
vice for penniless convicts who 
have no attorney. 
So far the project has freed 
more than half a dozen inmates 
of I^esveuworth Federal Peni­ 
tentiary and the Kansas State 
Penitentiary. In some 30 other 
cases tile stuients won removal 
of detainer orders which would 
have brought prisoners to trial 
on other charges after they fin. 
ished their current terms. 
Now in its third year and fi­ 
nanced Jointly by the universi­ 
ty and the Ford Foundation, the 
program is being copied by oth­ 
er law schools. 
Prof. Paul E. Wilson, head of 
the project, explained it bene­ 
fits prisoners, student and the 
courts. 
Prison inmates, he said, are 
helped to win freedom or at 
least have their status clarified. 
Students often persuade con­ 
victs to drop useless appeals 


that would only consume time 
of the courts. 
“ And it gives our stuients an 
opportunity to learn something 
about criminal law they could 
never get in a classroom,” said 
Wilson. 
He explained that prisoners 
usually complain their ronstltu. 
tional rights were violated, they 
were improperly sentenced or 
did not have adequate counsel, 
But he estimated not more 
than 20 per cent of the com.

tablished last year, This Minis­ 
try for the Protection of Public 
Order, or MOOP from its Rus­ 
sian name, has moved into such 
fields as trying to check thefts 
(Tom the state. 
It has acquired its own army- 
type troops. These may be tak­ 
ing over the role once played by 
KGB troops, who crushed the 
last known uprising in the So­ 
viet Union. That was the food 
price riots at Novocherkassk in 
June 1962; more than 200 per­ 
sons were unofficially reported 
killed. 
KGB still controls border se­ 
curity troops and guards Soviet 
leaders. But an anniversary edi­ 
torial in Pravda showed that the 
basic job is espionage and coun- 
fcer.iplonage. 
The secret police mission, 
Pravda said, is determined by 
the Communist party “on each 
new stage of the country’s de­ 
velopment.” In other words, the 
mission has changed over the 
years.
